The Less Governments Mix in Business 


the Better for the Peoples.

Au experience of many years has led me to be- 


lieve tliat gtnermnents not only accomplish less in the 
long run for the trading interests of their refq)cetive 
nations, and do harm by letting their traders rely too 
little oil their own energy, but that those dangers to 
a government and to a nation as a whole, which seem 
almost inseparable from mixing national policy with 
the pecuniary interests of business affairs or classes, 
are more serious than IP commonly realized. 


Money can exercise as much illegitimate influ- 


ence in democracies as elsewhere. 
In some of them 


it can buy the press, perhaps also a section of legislators. 
Whore the 


standard ol public virtue is high, lho«e who wn.it to get something from 
<he Tovermnenl will, to use a cinrcnt expression, "try tc get at the press," 
while also'seeking io induce influential constituents to put, pressure on 
their member? and members to put pressure on ministers, thu object m 
view beiuir represented as a public interest, whereas, it is really the inter- 
est of a Mnall group. When the standard is low. the group will approach 
the private <e< retaries of ministers or even a minister himself. 


That war* are made by liuauc-iers is uot generally true, but ll.ey have, 


a great hand in negotiations and in Uxing the lilies of policy, and they 
sometimes turn it m dirpciion* not favorable to true national interests. 
Governments must, of course, consult tinanciers. and may often not only 
profit by their advice, but make use of them. 
A consortium of banks such 


as has been set up for China may prevent—and J think it does prevent— 
evils which would arise if each national group intrigued for its own 
interest. 


There are upright men \aluable to a nation in high finance as in 


other profrv-ions. 
1'ou know them in America and we know them in 


England. They have their sphere of action necessary to the world. 
But 


wherever large transactions involving goAernments arise, the danger signal 
for watchfulness should be raised. 


E\ery government must defend the rights of its citizens in commer- 


cial as well as other matters, and secure for them a fair field in the com- 
petition which has now become so keen. Bui the general conclusion which 


' any one who balances the benefits attained againsi the euls engendered 


by'the methods that have been generally followed, is that, balancing the 
loss against the gain, the, less executive governments have to do wiib busi- 
ness and international finance the better for the peoples.

Looking After the Public Health No 


Longer Medical Question Alone. 


By PI*. K. P. GAY. Universiiy of California. 


The public health Held is very broad and although medical training 


is desirable for public health work, it is no longer adequate for a compre- 
hension of the field of the public health worker. Many specialized fields, 
such as sanitary engineering, social economics, industrial welfare, and 
indeed certain of the medical science., such as bacteriology, physiology 
and zoology, are HO longer primarily in the hands of graduates in medi- 
cine. The'practitioner of medicine himself should no longer imagine that 
he has vested rights in the field of public health or. indeed, thai he can 
hope to control H. except in so far as his conception of the entire problem 


IB larger than that of his non-medical colleagues. 


A Thorough study of the extent of the field covered by public health 


shows, as might be expected, that the art of public health has concerned 
itself primarily with the prevention of disease, but has been somewhat 
remise in attacking the problems of vice, delinquency, poverty and ignor- 
ance. 
It is foremen that the M-ope of public health will develop along 


these line8. 


The whole Held of social economic* hn* been notably neglected. 
In 


this comiccuon the control of poverty, the care of dependents, some 
aspects of city government and the labor problem may be mentioned. 
Further consideration of industrial hygiene -eems important, not simply 
from The standpoint of occupational cli^p and its prevention, but from 
the aspects of labor legi-hitiou and efficiency. 


A group of studies that may be included under mental hygiene, that 


is really a branch of public health, are abnormal psychology, criminology-, 
studies'of \ir-c and child h\giene and eugenics, which are closely related.

TWO LAND IN JAIL 


At a session, held in the Adams 


county jail, Monday evening, Everett 
Knipple, of Mummasburg, was com- 
mitted to jail in default of $250 bail 
for driving a car while under the in- 
fluence of liquor. On the wrong side 
of thel road leading into Orrtanna 
his machine struck a post of a small 
bridge and was damaged. Witnesses 
also stated that when Knipple got 
out of the machine after the crash, 
he staggered around as though under 
the influence of liquor. State Police 
were called, and made the arrest. 
They arrested Roy Taylor, also of 
Mummasburg, who was with Knipple 
in the car at the time. He was dis- 
charged, however, at the hearing, be- 
ing held only as a material witness. 


Following the hearing of Knipple, 


Justice Hill heard the case against 
Frank Petelinkar, an Austrian by 
birth, aged 32 years. Petelinkar was 
arrested Monday, on the charge of va- 
grancy. He had been at the orchard 
of Robert Shull, near Cashtown, wan- 
dering around aimlessly and found 
sleeping in a barn and was brot to 
Gettysburg. No other charge was 
found against him. Justice Hill gave 
him 30 days in jail. 


POLICE LOCATE STILLS 


An "Old Kentucky Still" was found 


in full operation in the basement of 
the residence of Harvert Swindell, be- 
tween Wago and Mt Wolf, Saturday 
afternoon, when the place was visited 
by State police and other officers. 
Swindell was placed under arrest and 
lodged in the York county jail to an- 
swer charges of unlawfully manufac- 
turing liquor. He admitted his guilt 
and demonstrated the operation of 
his plant. The still and 10 gals, of 
rye whiskey were seized as evidence. 


Ira Kindig, Hellam township, and 


Edward Wolf, of York, alleged "moon- 
shiners," were arrested following a 
spectacular raid staged Friday night 
on the residence of Kindig. Three 
complete stills in fu]l operation, much 
mash for making rye whiskey, and a 
quantity of the finished product, said 
to be of pure character, was seized 
by officers, who made the raid. Both 
men admitted their guilt.

GOOD KOADS CELEBRATION 


Highway officials 
from 
a dozen 


states were among those who Tuesday 
attended the formal opening of the 
113 miles State highway triangle 
which connects Harrisburg, Cham- 
bersburg and Gettysburg. A feature 
of the celebration was a pageant de- 
picting the development of highway 
transportation in Pennsylvania!, be- 
ei-nning with an Indian on horsej- 
back and continuing to a $14,000 cus- 
tom built car and a heavy^service 
motor truck, representing transporr 
tation methods of 1921. The Harris- 
burg-Gettysburg and the Gettysburg- 
Chaxr.bersburg sides of the triangle 
opened Monday are entirely of con- 
crete construction except for a short 
stretch of macadam. There 
were 


nine contracts for this construction 
totaling 64 miles. The average cost 
per mile of ths construction was $45,- 
150. A crowd estimated at 10,000 
gathered at Caledonia to witness the 
celebration. 
The triangle has come 


to be known as the finest one-day 
tour in the East. Little confusion re- 
quited at Caledonia where elaborate 
plans had been made for handling 
the crowds. The cars were parked 
in streets, so that anyone could drive 
in or out at will without disturbing 
the other cars. 
Four hundred machines comprised 


the motor parade that left Harrisburg 
shortly after 8 o'clock and started 
on the first leg of the triangle. They 
were joined by scores of machines 
along the route and several hundred 
more cars went to Caledonia from 
this section and towns on the west 
side of the triangle.

ATROCIOUS CRIME COMMITTED 
Gettysburg State police have been 


scouring the mountains southwest of 
Gettysburg for a man who on Thurs- 
day evening committed one of the 
most atrocious outrages in Adams 
county in many years. If apprehend- 
ed th'is man will be charged with a 
£tatu»firy offense on oath, of Miss 
Pauline Naugle, 18-year-old daughter 
of Edw. Naugle, well known store- 
keeper of the Mt. Carmel section 
above Orrtanna, and sister of Ivan G. 
Naugle, Gettysburg 
clothing store 


owner. The man, according to the 
best description obtainable, is 5 feet, 
11 inchc* in height and should weigh 
about 170 pounds. Whether or not he 
is a resident of that section or a trav- 
eler has not been determined. 


The first attempt to commit a hei- 


nous crime in that mountain section 
occurred Wednesday afternoon when 
Miss Margaret Vance, daughter of 
Charles Vance and a student of Gc*- 
eysburg High School, was walking to 
the mail box to get the day's mall. A 
man corresponding in nearly every de- 
tail to the description of the one 
which on Thursday attacked Miss 
Naugle, stepped out 
from

His face was concealed 
by a red bandana handkerchief. "If 
you scream, I'll kill you," said the 
ruffian, displaying a revolver to Miss 
Naugle who despite the threat com- 
menced to run toward her home. She 
was followed and caught by her as- 
sailant fwhto prtessed a chloroform- 
saturated handkerchief to her nose 
After being drugged by the ruffian

Statement of Facts Relative to 


Warner Hospital 


(Communicated) 


The Annie M. Warner Hospital is a 


public institution founded and main- 
tained for the purpose of affording 
proper and efficient medical and sur- 
gical service to the citizens of Adams 
County. Its present and ultimate suc- 
cess depends largely upon the co-op- 
eration of those in active charge of 
the hospital with the physicians of 
the county who compose the staff. 
The citizens of the county are inter- 
ested in the continued success of the 
hospital and are concerned in its 
proper management. A statement of 
the-facts leading up to the recent re- 
signations, may, therefore, be of in- 
terest to the public at this time. 


At the July meeting of the hospital 


board the superintendent's resigna- 
tion was presented. This resignation 
came as a complete surprise. No 
facts being presented by those who 
knew the real conditions, she was re- 
quested to reconsider it. When this 
action of the board became known, 
several of the members of the staff 
:alled on many of the members of the 
board stating that the relations ex- 
sting between the superintendent and 
several (not one or two only) of the 
most active members of the medical 
staff had become and were so strain- 
ed that in their opinion the welfare 
of the hospital would be imperiled 
by the continuance in office of the 
superintendent, who had been request- 
ed to reconsider her 
resignation. 


There were some, including the pres- 
dent of the board, who later express- 


their disapproval of the action of 


he physicians in bringing these facts 
privately to the attention of the indi- 
vidual members of the board. How- 
jver,»the management of the hospital 
was intrusted to its board of directors 
and not to any one or more officers 


f the board; and not to any one com- 
mittee. The members of the board 
were entitled to obtain information 
as to the conditions from any avail- 
able source. They would have been 


eglectful of their duties to the pub- 
ic if they had refused to consider the 
nformation thus obtained. Some of 
he members of the board made per- 
ional investigations also and found 
:onditions to be as described by the 
ihysicians. It was their judgment 
hat the immediate removal of the su- 
erintendent was necessary for the 


good of the hospital. 


The superintendent, having knowl- 


edge of the opinions of many" of the 
members of the board, again tendered 
ler resignation at the August meet- 
ng of the board and her resignation 
was accepted. Dr. Singmaster then 
resigned but by unanimous vote it 
was requested that he reconsider his 
resignation. The Executive Commit- 
tee was instructed to make efforts to 
find a new superintendent and report 
at a special meeting of the board. 


The Executive Committee by a vote 


of three to two, passed resolutions 
that the term of office of all those em- 
ployed by the board should expire on 
Dec. 31st of the calendar year in 
which employed and that at the end 
of such term only those who were re- 
elected should continue in the service 
of the hospital. The resolutions also 
called for the reinstatement of the 
former superintendent until Decem- 
ber 31, 1921. 


On the day r>f the special meeting 


of the board, called to hear the report 
of the Executive Committee, seven of 
the members of the staff were inter- 
viewed as to their opinions upon the 
reinstatement of the former superin- 
tendent under the conditions called 
for in the resolutions of the Execu- 
tive Committee. Of the seven so in- 
terviewed, five stated that if the for- 
mer superintendent were retained in 
office they would sever their profes- 
sional relations with the hospital un- 
til a successor was chosen; the re- 
maining two stated that personally 
they could continue under her super- 
intendency until Dec. 31st, but thought 
her immediate removal essential to 
the welfare of the institution. 


At the special meeting of the board 


the resolutions of the Executive Com- 
mittee which would reinstate the for- 
mer superintendent were rejected by 
the board. Dr. Singmaster then stat- 
ed that his resignation would not be 
reconsidered unless the board acted 
affirmatively on resolutions and rein- 
stated the former superintendent. It 
*was with regret that the board ac- 
cepted Dr. Singmaster's resignation 
and it was unanimously voted' that a 
memorial be presented to Dr. Sing- 
master showing the appreciation of 
his services as president. 


The action, accepting the resigna- 


tion of the superintendent, was for the 
best interests of the hospital and to 
have reconsidered it and accepted the 
resolutions presented to reinstate her 
would have disrupted the active pro- 
fessional conduct of the hospital. 


Under the new superintendent, Miss 


i Thomas, conditions are congenial for 
patients, nurses and staff. Miss Tho- 
'mas has had experience in executive 
'positions, having served in war hos-

SALESMAN KILLED 


IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Charles Canter, 
38 years old, a 


salesman of New York, was almost 
instantly killed on Friday afternoon 
shortly after 1 o'clock when the large 
Nash sedan owned by William N. 
Lescjiey, the Hanover cigar box man- 
ufacturer, was caught, whirled around 
and wrecked by a heavy wind during 
the storm which broke over that sec- 
tion about that time. The accident 
occurred 
on the 
Hanover-Abbotts- 


town 'pike at the farm of J. Dixon 
Chronister. Mr. Canter was driving 
the machine at the time. Mr. Leschey 
suffered a severe injury on bis h'ead, 
while Henry Boice, another salesman 
from New York, escaped with a few 
scratches. Each 
of the 
men was 


thrown from the car. When Messrs. 
Leschey and Boice looked around af- 
ter getting up from the roadway, they 
saw Mr. Canter trying to get up. He 
was on his hands and knees. As they 
rushed to his side he rolled oved un- 
conscious. Drs. G. H. Jordy, Hano- 
ver, and T. C. Miller, Abbottstown. 
were summoned but upon their arrival 
they found that Mr. Canter had died. 


The dead man was a representa- 


tive of the General Cigar Company. 
He in company with Mr. Boice, of 
Brooklyn, arrived in Hanover. Thurs- 
day to transact business with Mr. 
Leschey. Friday afternoon Mr. Les- 
<hey had planned to take them to 
York in his sedan, from which place 
thev v. ere to proceed by train. They 
were proceeding slowly, when the 
storirj 
which, was accompanied by 


unusually strong winds, broke. The 
windows of the sedan were open and 
t is claimed that the wind was en- 
ibled to get hold of the machine, turn 
t around and cause it to run off the 
•oad into a field to the right. The 
nachine was wrecked, but one wheel 
)eifiK intact. The car was left stand- 
ng in an upright position just oppo- 
site the barn on the Chronister farm. 
The body of Mr. Canter was carried 
to the Chronister home and word of 
his fatal accident was at once tele- 
graphed to the offices of the General 
Cigar Company. 


The man's body was sent to New 


York, Mr. Canter's home, on Satur- 
day morning. Accompanying the re- 
mains home were Mr. Leschey and 
Mr Boice.

w;>s not going at a speed of over 15 
miles an hour.

Looking After the Public Health No 
Longer Medical Question Alone. 


By 1)15. F. P. GAY, Oniverslty of California. 


The public health iield is very l)road and although medical training 


is desirable for pubb'c health work, it is no longer adequate for a compre- 


hension of the field of the public health worker. 
'Many specialized 
fields, 


such as sanitary engineering, social economics, industrial welfare, 
and 


indeed ceiiain of the medic-al sciences, such as bacteriology, physiologj' 


and zoolog}', are no longer primarily iu the hands of gi^aduates in medi- 


cine. 
The practitioner of medicine himself should no longer imagine that 


he has vested rights in the field of public health or, indeed, that he can 


hope to <'ontrol it, except in so far as his conception of the entire problem 


is larger than that of his non-medical colleagues. 


A thorough study of the extent of the field covered by public health 


shows, iis might be expected, that the art of public health has concerned 


itself primarily with the prevention of disease, but has been somewhat 


remise in attacking the problems of vice, delinquency, poverty and ignor- 


ance. 
It is foreseen that the scope of public health will develop along 


these lines. 


Tho whole field of social economics has been notably neglected. 
In 


this connection 
the control of poverty, the care of dependents, 
some 


aspects of city government and the labor pr()l)lem may be mentioned. 


Further consideratioji of industrial hygiene seems important, not sim])ly 


from the standpoint of occui>atioiial disease and its prevention, but from 


the a&))ects of labor legislation and efScienev.

is one of the "Eagle" 
names. 
Like many of the fem- 
inine names connected 
with 
mythol- 
ogy, the eagle occupied a position of 
gi'oat 
respe(»t 
and 
even 
adoration 
among 
tho ancients, 
and his name, 
with various snihxes and prefixes, fur- 
nished many of tho cognmnens then in 
vogue. 


In Scotland the word for eagle was 
"erne" and tho niune was found in all 
countries where Uiere wore moimtains, 
the homeland 
of the king of 
birds. 
Arììridur, or Arneidur. was the 
first 
of ihe eagle ladies. 
She was said to 
bo the «laughter of Asbiorn, of 
the 
riebrhles, 
who was sold to an

At a session, held in the Adams 
county jail, Monday evening, Everett 
Knipple, of Mumnmsburg. was com- 
mitted to jail in default of $250 bail 
for driving a car while under the in- 
fluence of liquor.

found against him. 
Justice Hill gave 
him 30 days in jail.

An "Old Kentucky Still" was found 
in full operation in the basement of 
the residence of Harvert Swindell, be- 
tween Wago and Mt. Wolf, Saturday 
afternoon, when the place was visited 
by State police and other ofllcers. 
Swindell was placed imder arre.st and 
lodged in the York county jail to an- 
swer charges of unlawfully manufac- 
turing liquor. 
He admitted his guilt 
and demonstrated the

gathered at Caledonia to witness the 
celebration. 
The triangle has come 
to be known as the flnest one-day 
tour in the East.

Canter. 38 years old, a 
snlosman of Now York, was almost 
instantly ki,\led on Friday afternoon 
shortly after 1 o'clock when the larKO 
Nnsh 
sedan 
owned by Williom N 
Loschey. the lionover cisar box man- 
ufacturer. was cauKht. whirled around 
and wrecked by a heavy wind durinK 
the storm which broke over that sec- 
tion about that time. 
The accident 
occurred on the Hanover-Abbolts- 
town *piko at the farm of J. Dixon 
Chronister 
Mr. Canter was 
drivins 
the machine at the time. Mr. Leschey 
suffered a severe injury on his head, 
while Henry Boico. another salesman 
from New York, escaped with a few 
,<^uratclies. Each of the men was 
thrown from the car. 
When Messrs. 
Leschoy and Iloico looked around af- 
ter peltinf? up from the roadway, they 
saw Mr. Canter tryinpr to get np. Ho 
was on his hands and knees. 
As they 
rushed to his side he rolled oved un- 
conscious. 
Dra. Cr. H. Jordy. Hano- 
ver. and T. C. Miller. Abbottstown. 
were summoned but upon their arrival 
they found that Mr. Canter had died. 


The dead man was a representa- 
tive of the General Cipar Company.

The car was left stand- 
ing in an upright position just oppo- 
site the barn on the Chronister farm.

The man's body was sent to New 
York.
